Bicyclist, 53, to ride 3,000 miles 
for emphysema awareness

The trip from Seattle, Wash- 
ington to Washington, D.C., 
on a bicycle, begins In 
southern Wisconsin, 

It is a beautiful state. 

Friendly people. 

Cows. 

Rustic Roads. 

It is a nice state in which to train 
for a 3,000-mile bike ride. 

Pete Bolender, 53, of Antioch, 
has finished training for his summer 
marathon in Wisconsin and flown to 
Seattle tastart the real ride. 

Last Monday, he started in Seat- 
tle and expects to arrive 48 days lat- 
er, August 1, in Washington, D.C., . 
with about 1,300 other cyclists and 
support staff. 

He Is one of six Lake County cy- 
clists doing a cross-country ride for 
the American Lung Association. 
There are 60 bicyclists from Illinois 
and 30 from the Chicago area also 
making the trip. 

"Illinois is fairly well represent- 
ed here," lie said. "WeVo got a pretty 
good group." 

They are also a dedicated group. 

Such a trip requires dedication. 

Bolender has dedicated his ride 
to Dorothy Falvey and his financial 
pledges to the American Lung Asso- 
ciation. 

He has a dedicated web page 
maintained by brother James Bolen- 
der (www.acusd.edu/chemdept/bl- 



gride.html). 

And, he has been dedicated to 
the training required for the trip. 

"Training went fine," Bolender 
said the day before he left with his 
wife, Pat Bolender. "I saw a lot of 
southern Wisconsin." 

He was able to do 2,600 miles of 
training since last January, only a 
few miles short of his training goal. 
During that time he also modified 
his bicycle with specialized equip- 
ment recommended by Chris Kaiser 
of Higher Gear, 2106 East Grand Av- 
enue, Lindenhurst. 

"Chris Kaiser, who runs the 
place, made a significant differ- 
ence," Bolender said. This included 
everything from the bicycle to the 
training and diet 

"I've progressed beyond what I 
could have without (Chris Kaiser's) 
support," Bolender said. 

• "My bike is equipped the way I 
want it with some special equip- 
ment for the trip,", he said. For.ex- 
ampIeiThe has special ceramic rims 
on the wheels because they provide 
better braking in rain. 

Bolender added Aero-bars to 
the handle bars. They will permit 
him to get into a Very aerodynamic 
position when riding. "They Im- 
prove performance by about 25 to 
30 percent." 

"I put a lower gear in the back 
cog," he said. This will give him 
more power up mountain roads.

One of the major interpretations 
of the two district survey Is that 
"there is a significant level of alcohol 
and other drug usage by the youth in

"My knees have not given me a 
problem," he said. To keep his knees 
pain-free, he added Speed-Play ped- 
dles. 

"They give you much more 
movement of your leg so you're not 
in a fixed position and they make all 
the difference in-the world," he said. 
Kaiser was the person who suggested 
using the peddles, according to 
Bolender. 

There are other people who also

District 54 drug survey reveals

A survey of drug and alcohol use 
by students in District 34 grade 
schools shows that there are large 
percentages of students in grades 5 
through 8 who have tried drugs, espe- 
cially alcohol. 

The high percentage of 5th grade 
students, 2 percent, who have used 
inhalants a minimum of 3 times up to 
10 times or more in 1997 was charac- 
terized as "alarming" in asummaryof 
the survey results sent to parents this 
past week. 

The actual numbers of 6th, 7th, 
and 8th graders who have reported 
use of drugs in December, 1997 were 
also reported. For students in grades 
6, 7 and 8, there were 89 students who 
had used alcohol, 14 who considered 
themselves to have been drunk (not a 
legal definition), 21 who had used 
marijuana, 8 who had used cocaine, 4 
who used stimulants, 37 who used in- 
halants, and 8 who used hallucino- 
gens. 

There are 61 1 students in District 
34 in grades 6,7, and 8 who were sur- 
veyed in January about their drug and 
alcohol use patterns. The survey is 
called The American Drug and Alco- 
hol Survey and is a voluntary survey 
evaluated by the Rocky Mountain Be- 
havioral Science Institute, in Fort 
Collins, Colorado. Student privacy 
was protected during the administra- 
tion of the test. 

Oilier results have been reported 
to District 34 parents. 



The average, age of first use of 
marijuana by 8th graders was 11.9 
years of age. For inhalants, the aver- 
age age was 10.8, and for getting 
drunk, it was 11.8. The survey said, 
"These numbers are significant be- 
cause they indicate that drug use is 
beginning earlier among our youth." 

"These numbers should be of 
great concern to us as the younger 
a child starts using alcohol and oth- 
er drugs, the greater the potential 
harm to his/her mental and physi- 
cal development and the greater 
the negative impact on his/her 
learning ability." 

In addition, the survey notes that 
"there are a number of 7th and 8th 
graders in District 34 who are poten- 
tially already addicted to alcohol." 

"The survey results also show that 
local youth are much more likely to 
use alcohol and other drugs away 
from school, on weekends, or after 
school hours than they are during 
school time or school events. Most 
times, usage takes place at home or 
witli friends at parties," 

"...Substance abuse is a commu- 
nity problem, not just a 'school prob- 
lem'," according to the survey sum- 
mary. 

The survey results support con- 
clusions that were reported at a Anti- 
och Community High School District 
117 June 4 school board meeting. 

"My findings substantiated the 
same conclusions," said Chris New- 
ton. She is the resource person for 
students and teachers in District 34 
for drug prevention, education, and 



other student assistance issues. 

There are five major conclusions 
that Tim Noonan, District 117 Stu- 
dent Assistance Program coordinator, 
and Chris Newton presented to their 
respective school boards. 

"There is a significant level of 
alcohol and other drug usage by the 
youth in our community," Noonan 
and Newton have concluded. 

"Most drug usage occurs outside 
of the school setting," they each told 
school board members. 

"Parents and peers play a signifi- 
cant role in the use or non-use of al- 
cohol and other drugs," they said. 
"Education and intervention efforts In 
this school alone are not sufficient to 
reduce the drug usage." 

"And, basically, the research indi- 
cates that... this whole community 
needs to come together if we are go- 
ing to do anything to effectively 
change these patterns before they get 
worse," Noonan and Newton said. 

An opportunity to meet with the 
Antioch, Undenhurst, and Lake Villa 
community and school parents has 
been scheduled for June 22 at the 
ACHS auditorium at 7 p.m. 

The June 22 meeting will present 
further details about grade school 
drug use patterns as well as the con- 
tinuation of those trends through the 
high school years. Both Noonan and 
Newton will discuss parent-child 
communication and peer influences. 

"This is mainly just to educate 
parents on what is going on in terms 
of drug use," Newton said. "There 
maybe open discussion of where can

we go from here since it Is a commu- 
nity, family, school concern." 

The survey is intended to let Dis- 
trict school officials know what stu- 
dents are doing with drugs. 

"In District 34, this information 
will help us determine more carefully 
what our drug education effort should 
be," Newton said. We will be increas- 
ing our parent communication edu- 
cation efforts as well." 

Newton expressed concern 
about the experimentation with 
alcohol and other drugs that the 
survey reveals about student drug 
and alcohol use. 

She said that experimentation 
has physiological impacts on a child 
plus it accelerates the time in which a 
person can become addicted. 

"The types of drugs available 
place children at higher risk when 
they experiment," she said. The ex- 
perimentation at a young age and the 
impact on developing children begins 
to close off options for children for die 
restoftheirlives, 

The survey revealed that there is 
an ongoing lack of communication 



between parents and children about 
drugs. 

"Less than 50 percent of all stu- 
dents (low, moderate, and high In- 
volvement) felt that their parents had 
talked to them adequately about mar- 
ijuana use, inhalant use, and other 
drugs," she said. The reasons for the 
lack of communication could have 
many origins. Newton speculated 
that maybe parents think these issues 
are being dealt with in schools. Maybe 
the parents are drug and alcohol 
users. 

"At this age, peer pressure exists, 
but parent pressure is just as signifi- 
cant or more to discourage use of 
drugs," Newton said. 

"Parent influence really is impor- 
tant." The influence can either en- 
courage children to use alcohol and 
otherdrugs, or it can serve to discour- 
age use. 

"About 85 percent of the fifth 
graders had never used and never in- 
tended to use any drugs," Newton 
said. "However, research does indi- 
cate that within the next few years 
that about one-third of that 85 per- 
cent will start experimenting and us- 
ing drugs." 

The survey results sent home to 
parents state, "Some people may per- 
ceive the schools' willingness to help 
as an admission of guilt for adolescent 
substance use just because the survey 
was given in a school. However, while 
the schools are an important part of 
any drug prevention effort, the entire 
community must share this responsi- 
bility."

CHRONIC CLUMSINESS IN CHILDREN

Kolbe, a polish national, was arrested 
by the Nazis and imprisoned Feb. 17, 
1941.

Between July 28 and Aug. 1, 1941, 
Fritsch, the Commandant of Auschwitz, 
sentenced 10 prisoners from Block 14 to 
death by starvation in retaliation for an es- 
caped prisoner from their block.

I have 
suggested to many parents that 
they arrange to have their child 
visit a burn unit at the closest 
hospital. Yes, it is a shocking ex- 
perience for the kids who go 
there, but I haven't met one 



young kid yet who sees what fire 
can do in the form of injuries 
and then re-sets a fire. You can 
also call your local fire depart- 
ment and ask them rf they have 
any kinds of presentations or 
films that can help your child 
understand better the dangers of 
fire. I have heard of these kinds 
of programs before. 

You did not mention if any- 
one in your house smokes. If 
there is a smoker in your house 
and matches and /or lighters are 
in convenient places, make sure 
to hide those well enough that . 
your child doesn't know how to 
access them. Kids can sometimes 
see adults lighting cigarettes and 
think that it is a harmless thing. 
They can be fascinated by fire 
and watching the lighting of 
things as a regular occurrence 
can reinforce the curiosity. 

Now, this doesn't mean that 
you always need to light a ciga- 
rette in another room with all 
kids. If you have a fire-setter 
though, you do need to take spe- 
cial precautions to avoid further j 



curiosity and experimentation. 
Most young kids that I have 
seen do this, do it out of curiosity. 
Some older kids can be doing it 
because they are angry at some- 
thing or feeling destructive. This 
Is equally as dangerous, however, 
it needs to be handled in a firmer 
way than just education. Actually, 
consequences are appropriate for 
both young and older kids with 
this topic. You don't want a re- 
peat performance and once may 
be too much so make sure to try 
and prevent rather than clean up 
later. Remember, I highly suggest 
that you get in for some therapy 
to get help with this one! Good 
luck!

Want to set your own pace on that European vacation? Touring Europe by 
rental care may be for you. 

While the roads in Europe may not be up to the standards in the U.S. 
(some secondary roads arc better suited to donkey carts than automobiles), 
you're going to have the opportunity to visit villages, country estates, and even 
castles that others only see from 30,000 feet. 

Arrange your car rental with your travel agent before you leave. Renting a 
car in a foreign country after a nine-hour flight is the wrong time to try to 
decipher a rental car contract. There are also many fly/drive and rental 
packages that may save you money. You're guaranteed a rental rate regardless 
of the exchange rale when you arrive. 

Other tips. Check the traffic laws of the countries in which you expect lo 
drive. For instance, in Rome you may drive through a red light if there is no 
oncoming traffic. Scat belts must be worn by front scat occupants (none of 
whom can be children). Blowing your horn in some cities could get you a 
ticket. 

Rental cars in Britain may not be allowed out of that country. Insurance 
costs make it prohibitive. You would also find yourself on the continent with 
the steering wheel on the wrong side. 

Gas stations are few. Fill up whenever you're below half-full. Also, find 
out what grade the car you are renting takes. There could be as many as four, 
from which to choose. 

An international driver's license is available through any AAA office, but 
is not needed. Your U.S. license, along with your passport, will be all you 
need. (Make sure your license hasn't expired, though.)

Kolbe, knowing his status as a 
Catholic priest would make him a fa- 
vorable candidate for death, stepped 
forwarded and told the guard, "I will 
take his place." 

Kolbe and three other prisoners 
survived the starvation chamber 
more than two weeks. During this 
time, Kolbe's spirit and faith never 
faltered. 

"From his death cell were heard 
daily prayers spoke with strong voic- 
es, the Rosary, and religious hymns. 
Prisoners in other cells joined in," 
said Friar Donald Thielsen, of Mary- 
town, in recalling the story of Kolbe's 
heroism. 

Even the Nazi guards were 
amazed at their victim. Fellowpris- 
oners recalled one guard saying: . 
"The priest there Is In truth a com- . . 
plotoly outstanding man: Such a one 

we have notyct had here. N 

At the end of the third week in 
the starvation chamber, Kotbc and 
three of the other prisoners were still 
alive, much to the dismay of tiieir ■ 
Nazi guards, who needed the cells 
for other victims. 

On the morning of Aug. 14, 1941, 
the director of the infirmary injected 
a lethal dose of acid into each of the 
prisoners. 

It was this dose which killed 
Kolbe. The following day, his body 
was burned in the crematorium and 
his ashes scattered-to the wind. 

Life of a Saint 

The halls of Marytown include 
the St. Maximilan Kolbe Shrine and 
the historic Perpetual Adoration 
Chapel within the Our Lady of the 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel. 

Kolbe's movement , just 81 years 
old, is dedicated to the evangelism of 
souls through the Immaculata. Each 
member is to allow the hands of the 
Virgin Mary to guide him for the 
conquest of souls. 

Though he was just 47 when he 
traded his life for that of a fellow pris- 
oner at Auschwitz, SL Maximiliam 
Kolbe's short life left the world with a 
great contribution to religious in- 
struction. 

"Each year we get more and 
more visitors to the shrine," said 
Marcla Tomaszewski, activities coor- 
dinator at Marytown. "His story is 
becoming well-told as both a hero of 
the Holocaust and a Saint. We have 
received many requests from school 
children and Scouting groups to visit 
the shrine and learn more about St. 
Maximilan Kolbe." 

When Pope John Paul II canon- 
ized St. Maximilan Kolbe in 1982, he 
called him "the Patron Saint of the 
20th Century: A Saint for our difficult 
times." 

Today, Kolbe's heroism has not . 
only gained him recognition in his 
church, he has also become one of 
the modem heroes studied by stu- 
d _nts of Lie Holocaust period. 

Bom Raymond Kolbe, in Poland 



in the year 1894, he came to love the 
Virgin Mary at an early age. His fam- 
ily often visited the shrine to the Vir- 
gin Mary at Czestochowa. As a 
young boy after being scolded by his 
mother, Raymond went to the 
church and asked Mary what would 
become of him. 

The Virgin Mary appeared to 
Raymond full of MotherlyTender- 
ness and offered him two crowns: A 
white one, which signified purity and 
a red one which signified martyr- 
dom. He chose them both'. 

His path to the seminary was 
filled with doubt , but Kolbe chose to 
continue his studies. During his life, 
he often turned to me Virgin Mary 
for guidance. 

Kolbe was a student of physics 
and mathematics who studied as- 
tronomy. 

"While a student in Rome, he • 
even applied for a patent for hi s. 
drawing of a space craft, propelled 
- by rocko is ,** sal d ThJelaen. This was • 
in 1917. "He really believed man 

would eventually travel between the 
planets." 

In January of 1922, Kolbe had his 
concept for the Marian Movement, 
approved as a "Pious Union." It was 
following that that he began his life ; 
work which continues to this day 
with publication of the magazine 
"Knight of the Immaculata." 

Today, the magazine is pub- 
lished by the Conventual Franciscan 
Friars at Marytown in Libertyville. 

In 1927, Kolbe established the 
first Marytown at Niepolawanow, 
which comes to be known at the 
"City of the Immaculata." 

In 1930, Kolbe sets out for Japan 
where he founds a second Mary- 
town in Nagasaki. Despite the rec- 
ommendation of local officials, 
Kolbe chooses a remote site on the 
opposite side of the mountain. 

"That vision proved prophetic, 
as the mission survived the atomic 
blast in 1945, due to its remote loca- 
tion," Thielsen said. 

Kolbe had made plans to estab- 
lish future Marytowns in India, 
Africa and the Americas, but his 
plans were interrupted by Worid War 

II. 

The first Marytown in America 
was opened in Crystal Lake in 1948. 
It was later moved to Kenosha, Wis., 
in 1949 than Lake Forest and finally 
to Libertyville in 1978. 

Marytown is currently working 
on establishing more displays on the 
life of St. Maximilian Kolbe. 

A duplication of the starvation 
chamber is being construction in the 
basement of the building, which will 
include more artifacts and other dis- 
plays of items from St. Kolbe. 

There are several mosaics of 
Kolbe in the building as well as a se- 
ries of portraits about his life and 
teachings. 

Marytown homes to have the 
new museum area complete for 
public viewing later mis year.

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Bugs bugging you 
Go the organic route 



One thing about northern Illinois 
weather, It certainly is unpre- 
dictable, Our unusually warm 
winter and'early spring, have 
made conditions especially favorable for 
the. bugs. Bugs have overwintered tremen- 
dously this year. Which mean's there are a 
whole bunch of the buggers. Yesterday, 
while surveying my vegetable garden',' I' 
could not help but notice a whole lot of 
holes in'the beans. What to do? 

• 1 know I have expressed my opinions on 
pesticides, countless of times, but in case 
you are unaware I do not use poisons in my 
gardens r but prefer to go the organic route. 
The obvious reasons of course— danger to 
us, our health, and the environment, but 
also things taste better when grown organi- 
cally. When pesticides are used indiscrimi- 
nately, they kill good bugs, those that eat 
many of the bad bugs (lady bugs for in- 
stance). Also, bees die, and we certainly 
need them to pollinate. You can mail order 
lady bugs to set loose in the garden to de- 
molish the nasty bugs. 

There are a few concoctions I have 
used— I mix hot pepper juice, (cayenne 
pepper) with water in a spray bottle, and 
spray the leaves of the plants, making sure 
I hit both the inside and underside of the 
foliage. I have also used dish soap, to * 
some success. The safer company has a 
line of non-petrochemical, biodegradable 
products which are effective and cannot 
be dangerous. Safer Insecticidal soap kills 
harmful insects such as aphids, mealy 
bugs, -white fly, mites, earwigs, pear slugs, 
etc., While sparing beneficial insects such 
as the aforementioned honey bees and 
lady bugs. It is completely biodegradable 
and safe to use around people and pets 
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right up to the day of harvest. There is no 
toxic aroma, it leaves your garden with a 
clean, natural fragrance. 

It is.available in concentrated form or in 
ready to use spray. Diatomaceous Earth is 
white siliceous earth composed of the' 1 
shells of single celled creatures. This gentle, 
odorless and non-staining powder kills 
most crawling insects by physically scratch- 
ing the waxy coat off of their bodies. It is 
pretty unique as a physical device for insect 
control In the garden, it's a great tool for 
combating slugs. It is great in snuffing out 
ants in the home, too. Will not harm people 
or non-target pests. 

Another way to get slugs, is to set out 
traps for them around the bothered 
plants. I use little shallow containers 
Filled with beer, set out in the evening, in 
the morning you will be amazed at how 
many slugs you will have trapped. My lit- 
tle boy loves this trick. If you have any 
methods for combating bugs, I'd like to 
hear about them. ...

Two former part-time Lake 
County Sheriff Marine Unit employ- 
ees may file a lawsuit against Lake 
County Sheriff Gary Del Re, alleging 
they were fired from their positions 
for supportingWillie Ray Smith dur- 
ing the March primary election. 

Del Re says any investigation will 
prove he was justified in dismissing 
both employees and would not com- 



ment on the circumstances regarding 
their dismal due to possible litigation. 

"There is nothing political in na- 
ture to these dismissals," Del Re said. 
"I can tell you that I have received a 
letter from a lawyer saying he is rep- 
resenting them requesting their per- 
sonnel file. I have not been notified 
of any pending litigation at this time." 

The two officers terminated, Sal- 
vador A. Martinez and Judy Konstans, 
Were dismissed by Del Re shortly af- 
ter the March primary election. 



Both Martinez and Konstans re- 
fused to discuss details of the matter, 
due to the possible lawsuit, but the,; 
attorney for the two, Brian McCarthy 
ofWoodstock, stated "It would be safe 
to say that both were terminated 
from the Sheriffs office." 

Del Re would say both were dis- 
missed for behavior which was inap- 
propriate. 

Konstans, who is the owner of the 
All-in - One Citgo .Gas Station, located 
in Antioch, says she was apparently 



fired for.dispiaying pho- 
tos in public view which 
Del Re found to be 
defamatory to trie sher- 
.■iff's department. 

"It's important to em- 
phasize that this was an 
employee of the Sheriff's 
office," Del Re stated 
about the firing of Kon- 
stans.

Sheriffs Dept. undergoes major reorganization 

Early retirement, others changes in the works for county police

With Lake County offering early retirement to 
seasoned veteran employees, over two dozen sher- 
iff officers have decided to leave the ranks, result- 
ing in the largest reorganization ever of the Lake 
County Sheriff's Department. 

According to Lake County Sheriff Gary Del Re, 
this move is not only cost effective, but it also en- 
abled the department to promote several young, 
highly educated officers. 

"The county viewed this as a cost saving mea- 
sure in the department," Del Re said. Del Re ad- 
mitted that loosing veteran officers to retirement 
was hard on the department, but he expects to 
make the best of it. 



"We highly respect the individuals who retired. 
Many of them had made contributions to this de- 
partment for over 20 years," Del Re stated. "But, we

Charter school's fate decided 

libertyville— The fate of the proposed Liberty Hall Char- 
ter School was scheduled to be decided on Thursday by the 
Illinois State Board of Education. 

The state board was expected to rule on the Liberty Hall 
proposal, as well as two other charter school proposals, one . 
from down state Edwardsville and the other from suburban 
Elk Grove Village. 

The school proposal, submitted by Libertyvilie residents 
Barbara Shafer, Diane Grocki and Tbmi Schoeneman, was 
unanimously denied by the Libertyville Elementary District 70 
board of education in December. An appeal to the state board 
was filed by the founders after Its denial. 

Shafer said she felt confident that the school might receive 
approval from the state board on Thursday despite the 
lengthy six-month appeal process. 

"I think in many regards the state board doesn't want to 
make this decision either," said Shafer. "The state board has 
been somewhat reluctant to act in a rapid manner." 

Open space bill more than expected 

Libertyville— Libertyville Township trustees decided last 
week to pay the original bid price for the updated open space 
plan completed by Lane Kendig Inc. 

Township supervisor F.T. "Mike" Graham told the board 
that Kendig' s bill came in at about $7,000 over the agreed 
upon $60,000, due to extra duties he had to perform. 

"I think the study he did was a masterpiece," said 
Graham. "He has done things more than what the bid 
called for and we have to have a summary (of his plan) 
for the public hearing." 

Kendig's plan is the first step in Graham's proposed 
extension of existing open space bonds for the purchase 
of additional open space acres. Graham has indicated he 
will seek between $43-$53 million for expansion of town- 
ship open space.

Those are some of the issues being tackled by Warren 
Township High School staff as a committee investigates a 
state mandated revision of a "No Pass, No Play" rule. Ma- 
jor changes could be presented next year as staff request- 
ed another year to study all options.

standing requirements, doing passing work In at least 20 
hours of high school work per week. Students shall be 
suspended from activity until the specified academic cri- 
teria are met." 

"When the No Pass, No Play mandate came out, there 
was a lot of confusion about what it meant. It is more of a 
generic term," Len Chimino, WTHS athletic director, 
said. 

WTHS students may take up to seven classes. A ques- 
tion was raised if the 20 credit hours per week were 
enough to eventually satisfy the graduation require- 
ments.

Educators lacking 
in staying power 

Events in two neighboring school districts illustrate some of the 
major rights and wrongs in public education today. Dedica- 
tion, loyalty, commitment and continuity are in short supply 
these days in the superintendent's office. Professionalism, 
credentials and purpose ring hollow without the aforementioned 
qualities. 

At Libertyville High School, Supt. Don Gosset is closing out a dis- 
tinguished 33 year career at the school, 18 years as superintendent, a 
pillar of his community. At Grayslake Elementary, Supt. Joan 
Hochschild is leaving for greener pastures, with few tears being shed 
over her departure. Hochschild, a murky authority figure to a majori- 
ty of parents, came to the district in 1993. 

Gossett epitomizes the tradition of educational "lifers" who in- 
grained themselves in the community they serve while striving to bet- 
ter education, taking the bumps and shouldering the burdens of 
changing methods and new challenges. Hochschild represents the 
new breed of itinerant educators who arrive on the wings of a glitter- 
ing resume, fling a few grenades and move on to a better paying job in 
a bigger town. Her next stop will be in a North Shore district. 

Hochschild added some notches to her "gun belt" in the form of 
curriculum advances, but there's a lot of unfinished business in the 
district, namely building a new school every two years for the next 10 
years to keep up with projected growth. 

Contrast that with Gossett's accomplishment of shepherding his 
district through more than a decade of tumultuous growth while 
achieving enviable text scores, crowning his career with a landmark 
solution to long-standing animosities in the district by creating a sec- 
ond campus for Vernon Hills. 

With the average superintendency running only four to five years, 
school boards can well look to leadership in terms of long-term com- 
mitment instead of short-term solutions offered by today's generation 
of hired guns. 



New-look museum

Work is being pressed at the Lake County Museum to 
meet a target for the fall of 1999 for the addition of new, 
one-of-a-kind historical exhibits. When completed the 
facility will rank as one of the most creative and innova- 
tive regional museums in me nation.

Even before the ambitious expansion program 
was undertaken, the museum had a national reputation for the 
renowned CurtTeich Postcard Archives exhibit, largest of its kind. 
The new Lake County Mall of History, 11 storefronts covering impor- 
tant historical topics, is destined to become a model. 

There will be a new entry theme, Roller Coaster to History, where vis- 
itors will sit in a roller coaster car to view an audiovisual tour of county 
history, beginning with pre-historic times. Located at Lakewood For- 
est Preserve, Wauconda, the museum has become a major teaching 
adjunct to local schools. Last year more than 10,000 children from 300 
schools visited the museum to learn more about our heritage. 

The museum is one of Lake County's treasures, worthy of public sup- 
port.

Grayslake has a spacious new 
library, on a new road, Library 
Lane. Previously, the area's public 
library was crammed in a store- 
front with less than 7,000 square 
feet of space. Voters overwhelming 
passed a referendum to build the 
new $5 million, 33,000-square-foot 
monument to literacy. 

The Warren-Newport Public 
Library in Gurnee has added 
30,000 square feet to its previous 
24,000. Waukegan also has com- 
pleted a major remodeling and re- 
organization, and similar projects 
are under way in Lake Villa and 
Zion. 

The Fremont library in the 
Mundelein area is planning a huge 
new building and Round Lake's al- 
ready excellent library is expand- 
ing into its basement. 

"Libraries are thriving," says 
Lynn Stainbrook, director of the 
Warren-Newport facility. "It's a na- 
tional trend. There's so much in- 
formation out there and people 
have such a need for it, The library 
helps them sift through and find 
the correct information. 

"Overall,'* she says,."bur na- 
tion Js much bettor educated 
than It over wan. More people 
have a broader knowledge of the 
world, its history and literature 
than at any other time. libraries 
are doing well because they're 
helping people cut through the 
amount of time it takes to get to 
something." 

Libraries are pleasant retreats 
in which to spend spare time. The 
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hushed quiet is golden. Nobody is 
honking horns or hollering for 
high-fives. 

And libraries are a great bar- 
gain, only a tiny slice of the tax pie. 
People have been spending ob- 
scene amounts of money to 
breathe the same air as the amaz- 
ing Michael Jordan; well, in li- 
braries a person can breathe the 
same air as the amazingWilliam 
Shakespeare. That's where he still- 
lives, along with other superstar 
writers. 

Now that libraries also have 
collections of videotapes and au- 
diotapes, that's also where Elvis, 
Sinatra and other marvelous en- 
tertainers live. ' 

Population growth is a big rea- 
son public libraries feel the need 
to expand. Roberta Thomas, ad- 
ministrative librarian in Grayslake, 
points out that her district's popu- 
lation has doubled since 1990. 

"The increased number of chil- 
dren in our community has 
changed our use pattern," she 
says. "Now our whole second story 
Is devoted to a children's depart- 
ment run by a professional."^ 

Children's reading, and adults' 
reading of both fiction and non- 
fiction, are increasing each year, 
Thomas says. 

A public library patron may 
have a choice of some 100,000 
books, including best sellers with- 
out spending 525 for them. Li- 
braries also subscribe to most ma- 
jor magazines plus special- in terest 
ones. ', 

Stainbrook, says, "People with 
a variety of interests use our quiet 
reading room to pore over the 
newspapers and magazines. In the 
winter they enjoy the fireplace." 
Fireplace? Yes, our libraries 
certainly are changing.

The state officials who are 
studying the proposed Route 53 ex- 
tension have said they would greet 
the project's opponents with an 
olive branch.

Less than 24 hours afterToil Au- 
thority officials said they were seek- 
ing the input of anti-53 groups in 
the formation of the new Lake 
County Transportation Improve- 
ment Project, they were bashing 
these same groups in the media. 

In published reports, the Trans- 
portation Project's co-chair, Lidia 
Pilicky, branded opponents of the 
project as "a small, vocal extreme." 
These tasteless remarks came only 
one day after Route 53 opponents 
flooded the Project's office in a re- 
sounding show of force including 
thousands of petitions, seven Lake 
County board members, a state rep- 
resentative, and a state senator. 

Collectively, these elected offi- 
cials represent more than half the 
county's population and are part of 
a burgeoning movement of open 
space preservationists that has post- 



ed sweeping victories in recent elec- 
tions. 

If these public officials are "ex- 
treme," so are the majorities who 
voted for them. How can a move- 
ment this vast reside on the fringe? 
Something just doesn't compute— 
and it appears to be the state's politi- 
cal calculation that it can muscle 
forth this controversial tollway ex- 
tension despite fierce grassroots op- 
position. 

Frustrated at their inability to 
sway public opinion, state officials 
have apparently decided to scorn it 
instead by casting aspersions on 
anyone who dares to challenge its 
Route 53 plan. In doing so, they have 
put to rest the myth that the like 
County Transportation Improve- 
ment Project is neutral toward the 
plan to build Route 53.

LCTIP literature encourages citi- 
zen input, yet when these ideas are 
presented with the support of a state 
senator, a state representative, a for- 
mer state legislator and seven Lake 
County Board members, they are 
characterized as extremist and im- 
mediately disregarded. 

Pilicky's statement that we "rep- 
resent the concerns of certain por- 
tions of the community that think 
the existing transportation infra- 
structure should be the answer" 
again raises red flags regarding . 
LCTIP's claim that their study does- 
n't have the predetermined outcome 
to build 53. 

It further makes clear the LCTIP 
study is just another in a long line of 
studies designed to disregard public 
input. 

Grever characterizes opponents 
of the Route 53 extension as an ex- 
tremist minority. Grever, what is ex- 
treme about speaking out about an 
In issue we knew we are right about? 
What is extreme about the need to 
continuously make our opinion 
known because no one at the state 
seems to be listening? I call this ded- 



ication and righteousness, not ex- 
tremism. 

And to say "you don't have to be 
a genius to figure out something 
needs to be done." No, Grever, it 
doesn't take a genius, or an engineer 
or even a county board president to 
figure this one out. Something needs 
to be done and now, not after sever- 
al more years of study. 

What needs to be done are local 
road improvements, not laying 
miles of concrete that will increase 
development in the county leading 
to more gridlock, not less. It sounds 
like the state is yet again discarding 
the best alternative to solving our 
traffic problems without showing 
any willingness to give it fair, unbi- 
ased consideration. 

Yes, we think local road im- 
provements included in the Cross- 
roads study, are the answer, because 
we know they are the answer.

Staying 
organized: 
The Five P's 
of Paperwork 



According to time-man- 
agement consultants, 
some people spend up 
to 25 percent of their 
workday searching for written 
documents they can't find. Most 
of us have been there, done that 
and have a t-shirt to prove it. 

I often accuse everyone in my 
office of moving, hiding or taking 
my important letters, papers and 
records. Of course, the lost items 
usually turn up just where I left 
them. 

Obviously, searching for mis- 
placed documents is costly in 
time, money and productivity. It 
is often a sign of a deeper prob- 
lem: poor organizational skills. 
Being disorganized not only 
wastes time and money, but also 
causes stress. Deadlines come 
and go, phone messages pile up 
and we often find ourselves 
falling short of our goals. All the 
while, we're still searching for our 
lost items and the pressure 
builds. 

The good news is if you really 
want to become more organized 
you can. And, if you have the 
want to, I have the way to. 

The Five P's 
of Paperwork 

• Pilch It* I often find myself 
going through piles of informa- 
tion a second or third time and 
invariably I'll pitch something 
I've looked at several times be- 
fore. Indecision is the culprit in 
this case. 

You should handle paper only 
one time. Take a few moments to 
look at each piece of paperwork 
carefully the first time. Make a de- 
cision right then. If you need to 
save the item or do something 
about it, take one of the actions 
listed below. When in doubt, 
pitch it out. 

• Pass It You should never 
pass paperwork unless it is better 
handled by someone else. If your 
company needs to answer a letter 
or memo, and you can delegate 
effectively, do it. However, never 
pass paperwork or projects just to 
clean your desk temporarily. 

Paperwork often acts like a 
boomerang: You can throw it, but 
it comes right back. Be certain if 
you pass work on to others that 
they will take appropriate action. 
Again, your goal is to only handle 
paperwork once. 

• Pile It We often do not 
have time to deal with all the pa- 
perwork we see every day. When 
that happens, make three orderly 
piles of: 1.) things to do, 2.) items 
to file or, 3.) articles to read. 

Only pile when you have 
higher priorities. The mail can 
wait until you finish an important 
project. Don't let your piles gath- 
er dust. 

• Put It Away. There is no 
better method for keeping track 
of important paperwork than a 
well planned, and consistently 
used filing system. Here are some 
good tips on filing: 1.) Have ade- 
quate filing space. Purge files reg- 
ularly to free up space. Invest in 
additional units when needed; 2.) 
Take the time to file regularly and 
accurately; 3.) When you start a 
new project, create a new file for 
all related papers; 4.) Staple relat- 
ed material. Paper clips can come

Most people can only dream of doing 
a hobby for a living. A hobby is fun, 
not work, but it can be done.

Dear L.T., As for your concerns as to being 'wrongfully let go", 1 have 
to say this may have clearly been avoided had you picked up the tele- 
phone and called your supervisor lo explain that the doctor was run- 
ning late. You may have also changed your appointment for a lime 
lhat was more conducive to not interfering with your employer's 
lime. What Is your recourse?... While anyone can sue anybody for any 
reason... the outcome is the only thing that matters. With lhe fact lhat 
you have been employed for less lhan 30 days with this company, and 
the fact that Illinois Is a right 10 hire statc.I would advise you to move 
on and seek other employment and not waste any time or money on 
this situation. 

Question: While I have been gainfully employed with (name with- 
held) foralltUeovcraycar, I applied fora position with another com- 
pany four months ago and was turned down for one reason or anoth- 
er. I have continued working at my job somewhat happier than 1 was 
four months ago when I went for the interview. The problem is that 
two days ago, I was called Into my boss's office and was informed that 
they received a call for references on me from this company I applied 
to Tour months ago. My boss was livid at the thought that 1 inter- 
viewed behind his back. I tried 10 explain that this happened months 
ago, and his response was that If I was unhappy, I should have come 
to him instead of sneaking around behind his back. My concern now 
is that he has lost trust in me, and 1 don't know how lo gain that back. 
Please help. D.V., Lake Bluff 

Dear D.V., 1 feel for you in Lhat situation. My concern, as well, is for 
lhe company (hat made the telephone call to your employer, and by 
doing so, put your job In jeopardy. Have you thought about that? My 
first call would have been (0 that organization to ask them what right 
they had lo check those references, when you were clearly denied lhe 
job four months before. My second question to them would be if they 
realize the ramifications of them having done lhat, and therefore 
jeopardizing your job„.thcn, if you really want to keep lhe position 
you now hold, I would come right out and be above board with your 
boss. Tell your boss lhcstory...and I ell him you arc appalled. His reac- 
tion: As an employer, I would be concerned with the fact thai If you 
did this once, you may do it again. Stability for an employer can be as 
important as stability far the employee. Good luck.
